At 6 30 on Sunday morning raiss was 


held at the barracks by Bishop Healey 
of Portland, assisted by the Spanish 
priests, the prisoners gathering on the 
ground. By next Sunday a large pa- 
vilion capable of holding 2000 men will 
be completed and services will in the 
future be held there. Sunday morn- 
ing's service was the first to be per- 
formed at Camp Long. At 7 o'clock 
the men breakfasted, beiug fed on cof- 
fee, bread and meat hash. Next came 
police call, followed at 10.30 by a for- 
mal inspection of camp quarters. This 
will be done every morning. 


Sunday morning the officer of the 


day. the camp's doctor, Marvin, U. S. 
N., Adjutant Kane, the police sergeant, 
and two trumpeters acted as inspecting 
officers with Col. Forney. They went 
through every building throughout the 
entire camp, aud as they entered the 
men arose aud saluted as they pusaed. 
Every article and corner in the building 
was inspected, and the same was done 
of the grounds outside. They found 
everything clean, and with the excep- 
tion uf the camp's sink, satisfactory. 
The sink is not as it should be, its sani- 
tary conditions being very poor. This 
is one of the most important things 
among these or any large body of con- 
fined men, to strictly have good sani- 
tary conditions, and it is the desire that 
Camp Long shall be kept BO. 


On board the U. S. S. Harvard two 


deaths occurred Saturday afternoon and 
were towed to sea for burial. The sick 
ones are greatly improving, and tbe 
fever stricken men burning up with 
malaria ire much improved since Sat 
urday, when they were given better 
quarters owing to the disembarkation 
of the well ones. 


Today 150,000 gallons of water is 


being put aboard the Harvard, as is a 
large consignment of coal. The boat 
will probably sail Tuesday night or 
Wednesday morning for New York, 
taking some thirty Spanish officers to 
Annapolis to joia Admiral Cervcra.

On Sunday a visit to the camp fonn d 


more life than bad before been notice- 
able. Everywhere could be seen guards 
running back and forth with orders 
from the officer of the day, Captain 
Kelton, who is a new man added to 
Colonel Forney's staff. Captain Helton 
arrived at tbe camp Saturday afternoon 
with a detail of sixty marines from the 
United States ship Harvard, who came 
north as a guard over the prisoners 
which left the ship Saturday and now 
lay safely housed in the prison camp. 
The captain and his detail of marines 
were among tbe first to set foot on 
Cuban soil and do battle. 


He told very interesting stories of the 


behavior of his men and speaks of his 
recruits, whom he expected to be some- 
what backward at first fighting over the 
old service men, as remarkably brave. 


Among tbe important orders which 


tbe captain is to rigidly enforce is that 
the boats which contain women, pleas- 
ure parties rowing down the river by 
tbe prison camp, shall be kept off in the 
stream. 


It is no fit place for ladies' said the 


captain, these men are prisoners of war, 
they are a dirty filthy set, and will be 
obliged to do police duty and keep 
clean, in order to do this will be al- 
lowed to bathe themselves in the stream 
and do their washing there. 


These 
pleasure 
boats containing 


ladies have daily rowed within a few 
yards of shore and conversed with the 
men. 
The Spaniard has no modesty, 


and therefore I have ordered my men to 
keep the boats off. 
If they refuse and 


anawei back to the guard as they have 
been in tbe habit of doing, after being 


tbe highest point of. tbo island. The 
same reservoir supplies the navy yard. 


A large barrel is placed "in front ot 


every barrack on tbe camp street, and 
a large trough is being built for tbe use 
of tbe prisoners as a general bath tub. 
Cbey are also allowed to go down on 
the rock shore in front of the camp in 
squads, under guard, to wash clothing 
or batbe their faces. A large number 
of them were on the rocks this morning, 
after mass, scrubbing out some of the 
dirt with which their 
once white 


ducks are inlaid. 


New clothing was given out today in 


tbe camp, and also a lot of blankets to 
tbe new arrivals. 


Col. Forney is accompanied on his 


tours of inspection by bis adjutant and 
by Dr. Morris, U. S N., who has been 
detailed from the navy yard to act as 
prison surgeon. Wherever a case of 
sickness is observed by him the patient 
is examined, and iC the case is serious 
be is sent to the marine hospital at tbe 
upper end of the island. 


Tbe inspection of tbe camp winds up 


with a visit to the little building occu- 
pied by the 10 commissioned officers 
now at tbe camp. These officers havn a 
mess of their own, and two boys from 
among tbe common piisoners wait upon 
them. They put on quite a bit of style, 
aud their table is supplied with what 
most prisoners would consider luxuries. 
They have milk and eugar with thoir 
coffee, fresheggs, meats of various kinds 
including chops and canned goods. 


The sanitary question is one of tbe 


hardest Col. Forney has to deal with in 
tbe camp. The prisoners are dirty to a 
point bp.yond belief in those parts. 
Habits of cleanliness seeui never to have 
been heard of by them. They would 
soon be wallowing in filth if l«ft to 
them selves. 


Whenever they have a scrap from the 


table to dispose of they throw it in a 
corner, or drop it on the floor. The 
most common sanitary precautions are 
quite unknown to them. 


The officer of highest rank in the 


party is Senor Adolfo Galandria, the 
lieutenant commander or "third cap- 
tain," of the Oquendo. He does not 
understand why he was landed from the 
Harvard while other officers remained 
on the ship to be tuken to Annapolis. 
It ia possible that Senor Caandria will 
be takou there also, as well as tbe other 
nine now at the camp, at a later date, 
possibly on the Harvard. 


The officers are subject to the same 


routine in camp as the sailors. They 
breakfast at ? dine at 12, have supper 
at 5, and go to bed ut 9, when "taps'* 
are sounded for the whole camp, guard 
and prisoners alike. 


Two tons of hospital stores for the 


2Ji 6th and 9th Massachusetts regi- 
ments, were taken on the Harvard to- 
day, 
having been forwarded here by 


urday noou and was taken to the guard 
house and had » very narrow escape. 


Dr. A. C. Heffenger paid another 


visit to the big cruiser on Sunday and 
made another examination of the men 
He informed a Herald man that all 
were doing well aud there was no cause 
for alarm. 


One of the liveliest Sundays ever 


witnessed in this city was the record 
made yesterday and in fact nothing has 
ever equalled it outside of ^ome big 
celebration. Every train that arrived 
during ttie day was crowded, while 
thousands of bicyclists flocked into the 
city from every direction. The num- 
ber of teams from the surrounding 
summer resorts were numerous and for 
hours the thoroughfares both water and 
land were jammed, in the direction of 
Newcastle and Kitttery Point.

the rush was over 


and all OD account of the presence of 
I(i92 Spanish prisoners who are now 
in camp on Seavey's island as prisoners 
of war. Tbe appearance of these men 
in this city has already resulted in 
bringing thousands of dollars here and 
the rush has hardly commenced. Every 
man. woman and child who owns a row 
boat has made money and the river 
steamers have made up for a dull winter.

Th« Herlyck cafe, which was en- 
tirely swept away, has been reestablished 
in another building and will be again 
opened tomorrow. The Furneau cot- 
tage" which was razed to the ground 
will not be rebuilt. The building be- 
longing to Mrs. A. N. Kollinh of Exeter 
has been replaced on its former site and 
has beeu dubbed "The Cyclone Cot- 
tage." The repairs to the Clark, CJil- 
nian and Dudley cottages, nil owned by 
Exeter gentlemen, are nearly completed.

of the ruins has been erected a tent in 
which a company of entertainers gives 
hourly performances throughout the 
afternoon and evening.

SICK 
PRISONERS LANDED. 


At 11 o'clock this morning the work 


of landing tbe sick and wounded prison 
ers from the Harvard was commenced 
and it proved a long and heart-reading 
job. The suffering of some of the poor 
fever-stricken 
prisoners 
was 
awful 


They were lowered from tbe Harvard to 
the deck of the barges in slings and then 
placed on cots aud mattresses where 
they were made as comfortable as possi- 
ble for the short sea voyage. At the 
Greeley landing they were removed to 
stretchers aud carried ashore where am 
bulances were in waiting to convey 
them to the hospital. Once there they 
were taken in hand by the efficient sur- 
geons and assistants, who will try and 
place them on their feet again. 


During the night three of the sick 


ones on the Harvard breathed their 
last and were taken outside this morn- 
ing on the tug Mathes and given sea 
burial tbe same as tha others. There is 
one other who is expected to die «t any 
minute but the rest are reported as 
beiug much improved today. 


The Harvard is all coaled aud Capt. 


Cotton expected to sail for Annapolis 
this afternoon at 5 o'clock where the 
officers on board will be placed with 
Admiral Cervera and the other Spanish 
officers.

Our commis- 
sioners were Invited to enter the city by 
those representing General Toral, but 
the invitation was declined, and theeon- 
f'-re-nce was held under the spreading 
cieba, just such • tree as that umlte'r 
which Columbus a.ssisted at the oelebra- 
i,1on ot mass on his first landing In 
Cuba, near Iluvana. 


At the very outset a hitch occurred, 


awing to a misunderstanding of what 
was said at the personal interview be- 
tween General Shafter a.nd General 
Toral at noon. At that time our inter-

The present municipal authorities are 


to continue In control of the city until 
the Spanish troops are embarked. 


The Spanish troops from other points

Refugees are to return to their 


homes, but not until the sanction of 
Madrid |s received, aiijl the sjime ap- 
plies to the removal of the obstruction 
at the mouth of the haibor. Pending 
this, however. Miss Clara Barton and 
the Ked Cross agents, with supplies. 
are to ba allowed to enter the city over 
the line of the Juragua railroad. The 
water rnain which was cut Is to be re- 
paired today. All the artillery and the 
batteries at the harbor entrance are to 
be left intact, und we are to obtain pos- 
session of the gunboat in the haibor.

drid had sanctioned it Santiago had not 
capitulated. 


All this was extremely unsatisfactory 


to our commissioners, who clung tena- 
giously to the understanding General 
cjhafter had received earlier in the day. 


Finally, with the question of whether 


or" not the Spanish forces had actually 
surrendered still open, the

sioners proceeded to the consideration

The condition 
or the city of Santiago Is said to be 
dreadful, with filth and stench every- 
where. There Is much blckiuss among 
the Spanish soldiers, due to bad and in- 
sufficient food, and there are many yel- 
low fever cases in the hospitals.

He had re- 
plied that he would find a solution in 
the military code, peneral Correa hint- 
ed that General Toral would be court- 
martialed if he had surrendered.

go de Cuba on July 13 say the same 
state of affairs prevailed then as on the 
,day previous. 
It was reported that 


lieavy reinforcements of Americans. 
under General Miles, were landed late- 
ly and have been pushed to the front. 
which Is said to have increased the ac- 
tivity of the besiegers and to have ren- 
dered the task of the garrison more 
difficult.
